Man and Creature | as if he were not a Creature himſelf ] ſhould - 
be of ſervice unto them to be an Inſtrument to help to bring the 
” Quikers back to the Church of Exgland? And thus as he makes 
me io be Balaam in the caſe, he makes the Biſhops and Miniſters of 
the Church of England to be Balach, who was a Heathen Infidel, 
and hired Balsam to curſe the People of God, and to make the 

Compariſon run upon four Legs; they have hired me (as he intt- - 
mares} to curſe and work Enchantments againſt the Quakers, who

Is not that it they would have me reduced to, 
and to do? But thanks be to Almighty God, their evil exſpecta-

© pointed, and my truſt is in my gracious God, that they (till thall 
ſo be. To this effect I have ſaid to divers of them, who have

And though God and Chriſt by ſpecial Grace and Illu- 
mination, is in true Believers, yet even as {6 conſidered, t hat is 
not: ſufficient to their Salvation, without any thing elſe, as theſe 
Qwikers:moſt. wretchedly affirm, to the overthrow of Chriſtianity, 
for the Light within, however conſidered, (in the higheſt ſenſe) 
is not Chriſt, intirely conſidered, or whole Chriſt both God and. 
Man; but whole Chrift thus intirely conſidered, is our all- ſufficient 
Saviour, and not barely conſidered, as God only, or as Man only, 
and to ſay, the Light within (even in the higheſt ſenſe poſſible) is 
ſuffieient to ſave us, without any thing elſe, is plainly to exelude 
Chriſt's Manhood, his Birth, Death, and Sufferings, Blood, and 
Atonement, and Mediation now in Heaven, as well as all outward- 
means, from being concerned in our Salvation. Nor doth this in- 
fer any inſufficiency either in God or Chriſt, to ſay, God or Chriſt 
within us cannot ſave us, without Chriſt as incarnate without us, 
ec, more than to ſay, God or Chriſt incarnate without us cannot 
ſave us, without Chriſt within us, -inwardly to ſancifieJus: What 
Chriſt our bleſſed Saviour did and ſuffered: for us without us, and 
is now doing for us in Heaven, by his Mediation for us, being as 
neceſſary for our Salvation, as his inward Work of Sanctification. 
And indeed the gift of his ſanctify ing Grace in us, is the effect and 
fruit of his Atonement made for us, by his Death and Sufferings,. 
and of his continual Mediation for us in Heaven without us. 
But theſe wretchedly ignorant Perſons, who tells us Chriſt is 
not. divided, yet would divide him, by their laying the whole 
Work of our Salvation, upon Chriſt, only as the Light within, in 
this reſembling her in Solomon's time, who would have the Child 
divided, and thereby diſcovered her felf, not to be the true Mo- 
ther of the Child.

with the former, that the denyal of the former doth neceſſarily 
infer the denyal of the latter, for as the natural Body cannot ſub- 
ſiſt Without a Head, fo nor can the Church of Chriſt which is his 
Body, ſubſiſt without him, v ho is the Head of it, but this Head, 
is the Hun Chriſt, and who 3s God over all bleſſedfor ever, by Virtue 
of the Perſonal Union of his Manhood, with the Eternal word, but 
that Aan, they will not have to be Chrift properly, but by a Me- 
tonymy- of the thing containing, getting the name of the thing 
contained, as . P has expreſly aſſerted, and in many pages of his 
Rejoinder againſt Jahn Fiela, contends, that. Chriſt did not dye, 
nor hang on the Croſs, but the true Chriſt was in that Man, that 
did hang on the Croſs and dyed, and the ſame true Chriſt, as they 
fay,' is an them all, and Chriſt without, is the Figare and Hiſtory, 
but Chriſt within, the Sul ſtance and Auyſtery, all which I have 
proved at length in my 4th. Narr. by plain Quotations, out of his 
and their Books, never to this day retracted by them. Beſide, they 
own no Church cf Chriſt upon Earch but themſelves, and it is 
ealie to prove, that for their vile Antichriſtian Errors and Hereſies, 
they are no Church of Chriſt, where is then the Catholick Church?

a Sacrifice to appeaſe the Wrath and Juſtice of God, and allo that, 
they are not heard in their publick Aſſemblies, to confeſs their Sins, 
nor to pray for forgiveneſs of their Sins, which the Scripture decla- 
reth to be neceſſary to Forgiveneſs, and that many of them fancy, 
they have no Sin, is ſufficient proof, that they overthrow the 
Article of the Forgiveneſs of Sins, and ſeeing the Promiſe of eter- 
nal Life, is annexed to Faith in Feſus Chriſt, as he out wardly (ſuffered 
Death for us, roſe again, and aſcended, ec. and that the Faith 
of the Reſarrection of our Bodies, is built on the Reſarrectian of Chriff's 
Body, 1 Cor. 15. the ſame that was crucified on the Tree of the 
Croſs, and was buried, and is neceſſarily connected with the Faith 
of the Reſurrection of Chriſt's Body, and its being really now in 
Heaven without us, Which they deny, as is already proved, they 
do alſo overthrow the Faith of the 2 laſt Articles of the Creed, 
vis, the Reſurrection of the Body, and the Life everlaſting, Be- 
fide, that in plain Terms their great! Authors, G. . u. P. Rich. 
Hubberthorn, and alſo Tho, Elwood, have denyed the Reſurrection 
of the ſame Body that dyeth, (the ſame for Subſtance, though chan- 
ged in Quality and Manner) as I have fully proved in my 4th. Narr.
